W bile the federal governm ent is 
decreasing expenditures 
and 
taxes, 
state and local governm ents are in­ 
creasing their outloys and levies. D ur­ 
ing 1925 the states increased their tax 
collections in the aggregate $115,- 
000,000. 
Cost of state governm ents 
has increased from $4,19 per capita in 
1917 to $9.20 in 1925.

Cumberland, Nov. IS.™Dr. A. Lee 
Franklin, w*ho conducts a private hos­ 
pital in thie city, has filed an answer 
to the suit of his wife, Ruth Pearl 
Franklin, for partial divorce and also 
has filed a 
cross bill for absolute 
divorce thro ug h his 
attorneys, 
F. 
Brooke W hiting ant* Taylor Morrison. 
Mrs. Franklin was Ruth Pearl Funk- 
bouser, a trained nur^e, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Brewton E. Funkhousor, 
of H agerstown, and sister of Raymond 
J. Funkhouser, head of the Law and 
Order League iii Washington county, 
whom Doctor Franklin blames in part 
for his m arital ftroubles. 
Raymond J. 
Funkhouser and his brothers, Marvin 
Funkhouser, of Himcock, Md., and Roy 
Funkhouser, 
of 
Gettysburg, 
have 
been indicted by th e Washington coun­ 
ty grand ju ry for assau lt and battery 
on Doctor Franklin recently at H an­ 
cock, w here a meeting had been a r­ 
ranged in the hope of patching up 
the domestic difficulties of the F ran k ­ 
lins. 


In the melee a revolver was dis­ 
charged in Doctor F ran klin’s pocket. 
He was dismissed by Justice lf. J. 


carrying concealed weapons, the ju s­ 


tice holding that under the circum­ 
stances Doctor Franklin was justified 
in carrying a weapon. 
D enies ('ruelty and B rutality 
The 
Franklins 
were married in 
Cumberland Jun e 29, 1921. 
Doctor Franklin in his anwer denies 
th a t he treated his wife with great 
cruelty, harshness and brutality. He 
adm its that he refused to permit her 
/to return to his home permanently, 
1 declaring “her conduct, in said home 
and elsewhere had been so outrageous 
as to practically destroy said hpme.” , 
He alleges she cursed and swore at 
and before his young children, born of 
a form er m arriage; th a t she called his 
I young daughters and their deceased 
j m other improper names, and th at she 
‘ beat the children. 
He also charges* 
j th a t women she brought to the house j 
of the defendant were admitted by her * 
to be of loose and immoral character 
and he was obliged to request them 
not to return to his home. 
Professional A ctivities Hurt 
He further charges th a t her conduct 
had l»eeu sueh a s to bring him 
grace with his friends and patients 
and that her actions in public had 
tended to destroy his professional ac­ 
tivities; that she admitted in the pres­ 
ence of witnesses that she did not 
care for him. and th a t she abused 
and assaulted him m any tinier. 
Doctor Franklin also alleges th a t 
she admitted to him th a t on a visit 
which she made to Cuba with her 
brother, R. J. Funkhourser, and His 


wife* and th e Irt-year-old daughter of 
the defendant, she had gone with all 
the members of said party to a dis­ 
reputable house in H avana.

Mrs, Franklin in her bill asked for 
partial divorce with alimony, but Doc­ 
tor Franklin in cross-action asks for 
absolute divorce on the ground of in­ 
fidelity before their m arriage and al­

Kicks Bottle In Sand 
The liquor, signed and sealed, was 
in a good state of preservation. 
A 
chance kick against a hard surface by 
the 
minister, 
returning 
from 
his 
clamming trip with a friend, led to 
the discovery. 
The astonished minister uncovered 
several bottles in the sands. 
A seal 
wits broken, cork removed, -and th e re 
came from the bottle an odor rem inis­ 
cent of pre-prohibition days. 
G athering a few bottles of the gin 
for medicinal purposes and carefully 
m arking the snot, the m inister and 
his friend started briskly homeward. 
Rush For Spot Result* 
Reports spread that several cases 
of the liquor were undoubtedly buried 
near the- inlet and a general rush for 
the location began. 
All searchers 
are reported to have returned empty 
handed, but many persons still are 
unconvinced the “mine” 
has

emptied. 
The liquor w’as found on the Sine- 
puxert Bay side of the beach.

supposition is th a t it was lost over­ 
board by a passing rum ship and 
floated through the inlet.

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SELLING METHODS 
IN SMALL TOWNS 
SHOW PROGRESS 


Ads In Irreal Papers Have A 
Strong Sales Appeal, Says 
New York Sales Executive. 


New 
York. — Although 
several 
things impressed him not a little, two 
in particular left their mark on the 
memory of a sales executive of a local 
textile concern who recently took his 
first trip in several years through 
many of the smaller cities and towns 
of the territories supplied by his house, 
says a recent issue of the New York 
Times. 
The 
merchandising: 
strides 
that most of the retailers in these 
places had made since his last visit, 
he said, were very noticeable. 
“Not only did I find stock assort­ 
ments, though smaller, 
as 
full 
of 
variety as those of the metropolitan 
stores,” he said, “but I was much sur­ 
prised with the way the retailers 
in the towns I visited moved out their 
Roods. 
Their display methods and 
their advertising: made a particularly 
Rood impression on me. 
“One thinR in particular that took 
my eye was the number of stores, 
even in the small places, that have 
abandoned the old, street-line type of 
show windows for what, 
r want of a 
better name, I call the lobby type of 
display windows. 
The latter type, of 
course, not only Rreatly increases th e j 
amount of space in which to show i 
merchandise, b t also enables better 
and more attractive displays to be ar- j 
ranped. 
“ Newspaper advertising also im- J 
pre ssed me favorably in most cases. ( 
Not only was there a Rreat deal more 
of it in the local papers that I noted 
on my last trip, but it was well and 
attractively put together. 
Most of it 
had real sales appeal, and in very 
few instances did I see the old-time 
business card type of advertising. 
“One thing that impressed me ad­ 
versely, however, was the failure of 
most small city and town merchants 
to realize the sales-building value of 


lighting the show windows when the 
‘store is closed. 
In one town I visited 
! the lack of lighted windows was es­ 
pecially noticeable. In a business sec­ 
tion that embraced three long blocks, 
only one store had its windows illumi­ 
nated, despite the fact that quite a 
large number of townspeople were on 
the street all through the evening and 
the number of cars parked along the 
leurb indicated that many persons from 
the surrounding territory were in town 
to attend tho ‘movies.’ 
“The only store that had its windows

D em ocrats, 47; F arm er-Laborite, I, 
with one vacancy yet to be filled in 
M aine on Novem ber 29. 
Forty-nine 
votes are necessary 
fo r a m ajority. 
If Shipstead casts his lot 
w ith the 
Republicans and thdy also win the 
M aine seat, as they probably will, 
they wall 
have a 
m ajority and will 
control the Senate organization. 
If he joins the D em ocrats th e vote 
would be a tie, even if the Republicans 
hold Maine. 
In the event, 
it would 
become necessary for Vice President 
D awes to go to* the 
rescue 
of his 
party. 
Besides being the balance of power, 
Mr. Shipstead is also a p a rty all b y 
him self. 
Since the political dem ise of 
M agnus Johnson, shipstead has been 
the F arm er-L abor P arty 's lone rep re­ 
sentative in the Senate.
